"Quake Deaths 
limb to 1,125 


TOKYO, (AP)—With the toll of dead caleulated as high 
as 1,125 so far, thousands of wretched, shivering Japanese Mon- 
day night huddled around fires near the waterlogged wreckage 
of homes destroyed by an earthquake and tidal waves early 
Saturday, 

The home ministry listed 1,026 dead, with reports still 
coming in from previously isolated areas in southern Shiko- 
ku island and the Wakayama peninsula. Kyodo news 
agency reported its count at 1,125 killed. Kyodo listed 
2,700 killed, missing-or injured. 

A cold wind blew steadily across Japan, adding to 
miserable discomfort of Japanese who lost their homes 
their relatives or friends in the tragie dawn Saturday. 

The homeless—tens of thousands—were living under rail- 
road trestles, in forests and along the beaches, stoking little 
fires against the biting winter weather, as relief crews sought to 
clothing and medical supplies.

{and comfort in the words of their 


Father and bishop.” 

He referred, amidst another out- 
burst of cheers, to June 6, 1944, when 
Allied forces surged past Rome, as 
the date when “Rome emerged from 
the war spared.”

Paradox Claimed 

| This situation, if 
presents a constitutional paradox so 
|far-reaching in its implications and 
fraught with such serious ultimate 
consequences that it is a matter 
{of major concern to every Cana- 
|dian citizen, 

It is a matter of simple arith- 
|metic that the cost involved in dis- 
charging the+ provinces’ constitu- 
| tional responsibilities progressively 
are exceeding their ability to ob- 
jtain the necessary revenues by 
means of direct taxation. Public 
borrowing, obviously, is not a so- 
lution in that it merely defers the 
ultimate impasse while at the same 
time mak’ng it more certain by 
adding to prevailing public expen- 
ditures the additional burden» of 
debt service charges.

5. If this is the correct inter- 
pretation of the British North 
America act it means, in effect, the

financial field to an extent that 
makes it financially impossible for 
it to discharge fully its con- 
Stitutiona! respousbilities.

Fred Rose Case 


Recalls Louis Riel 


By Richard Sanburn 

OTTAWA.— The present status of 
the commons seat formerly occupied 
by Fred Rose, now to serve six years 
in prison on espionage counts, has 
a partial parallel in the history of 
famed rebel Louis Riel. 

Riel, leader of the Northwest re- 
bellions in 1870 and 1885, was elected 
to the commons for the Manitoba 
seat of Provencher in 1874, Upon 
taking oath, he was expelled from 
the house, 

On Feb. 15, 1875, the decision of 
a Manitoba court was tabled in the 
house, labelling Riel an outlaw. 

On Feb. 24, the house passed 141 
to 16 a government motion that the 
Speaker issue an election writ for 
Provencher. 

In the case of Rose, the member 
for Cartier is no longer able to 
occupy his seat, but the seat can- 
not be considered “vacant” until 
the house itself expels Rose. 

It is likely the court of appeal 
decision in the Rose case will be 
tabled early in the forthcoming 
session, At that time, any member 
can then call for a vote to expel 
Rose. Only after that can a by- 
election be called.

Any year is an active one in Ed- 
monton's aviation circles and 1946 
produced further evidence that this 
city deserves its reputation as one 
of the busiest flying centres in Can- 
ada, Apart from the routine busin- 
ess of keeping commercial and R. 
C.A.F. aircraft in the air, there were 
many developments which marked 
advances in the aviation program 
during the year. 

Total numbers of aircraft using 
the municipal airport fell below the 
wartime peak when service planes 
in the hundreds used Edmonton as 


a stopper in flights north. But 
establishment of several new fly- 
ing firms, expansion of old com- 


mercial flying businesses and pur- 
chase of many new small-type 
planes by individual owners made 
1946 a busy peacetime year. 

Use of Namao airport for exper- 
imental service flying has made 
Edmontonians familiar with the 
heaviest British bombers and the 
latest jet fighter planes. Some of 
the latest types of commercial pas- 
senger and freight aircraft have 
become almost commonplace here. 

On Orient Air Route 

Last summer _  Edmontonians 
learned of plans to make this city 
a stopping point in the proposed 
eastern United States-to-Orient air 
route, By the year's end the first 
step toward realization of this sys- 
tem had been taken. Four-engine 
passenger planes of Northwest Air- 
lines made initial flights through 
Edmonton in December on the St 
Paul to Anchorage route. This is 
the first step in getting the flights 
to the Orient under way. The full 
route probably will be flown early 
in 1947, 

Early in 1946 the National Re- 
search council's weird tailless glider 
became a familiar sight here. , It 
was tested in flight from the Namao 
air base for many weeks while it 


remained on Ottawa's official secret | 


list of new-type planes. High speed 
jet airplanes have flashed over the 
city for many months and at year's 
end still attracted considerable at- 
tention from the land-bound cit- 
izenry. 
It was in January that the R.C.A 
F. took over control of the $7,000,000 
Namao air base. This was built as 
part of the United States Army 
Air Force’s staging route into the 
north country. This winter the air- 
port is being used for winter ex- 
perimental flights by R.C.A.F., R.A. 
F. and the Air Branch of the Royal 
Navy. 
Returned To City 
Throughout the war the Edmon- 
ton municipal airport was under 
control of the R.C.A.F. Late in 1945 
it was announced by Mayor Ainlay 
| that plans were completed for re- 
| turn of the base to city jurisdiction. 
Indicative of aviation’s develop- 
ment in the city was the report of 
a serious shortage of hanger space 
for companies seeking accommod- 
ation there. After negotiations in 
Ottawa, Mayor Ainlay announced | 
some relief of the situation was| 
promised through re-shuffle of ex- 
isting space and acquisition of one | 
hangar from the R.C.A.F. ! 
Late in the year there was a brief 
flurry of excitement among flying 
officials when Ottawa announced 
it would discontinue air traffic con- 
| trol along the Edmonton-to-Alaska 
air system. This service was stop- 
ped but no immediate decrease in| 
{northern air travel was indicated, 
| Flying officials said this safety 
| check on north flying was essential 
to efficient operation of airlines in 
| that area. 
| Canadian Pacific Airlines an- 
{nounced a change in its operational 
| headquarters set-up late in 1946.

Work on the big hydro dam at Snare River near Yellowknife, will 
commence on April 1 next, it was learned here Monday from federal 
government sources 

POWER, FROM THE FIRST 8,000 horse-power unit of the project, 
that will eventually develop 35,000 hp, should be flowing to Yellow- 
knife by July 1, 1948. 

Water diversion tunnels and coffer dams have been completed 
and work on the dam proper is all set to begin as soon as weather 
in the spring permits, 

During the present winter lumber for permanent camp buildings 
is being sawed, 250,000 board feet having been milled to date, 

The dam will be 800 feet in length, 

Generating machinery will be shipped in and assembled in the 
coming summer. 

THE HYDRO PROJECT, LARGEST IN CANADA in such north- 
erly latitudes, will solve an acute power shortage for mining ventures 
at Yellowknife. 

Started by large mining companies the work was later taken over 
by the Dominion government which greatly expanded the original 
plans,

Moncton Drought 
Relieved by Rain 


MONCTON, NB. (CP)— The 
rest of Canada may be hoping for 
a white Christmas—but in Moncton, 
rain and more rain is what, the 
people want, 

They got just that during the 
week-end, and Monctonians had 
pails and other containers outside 
to catch their private share of al- 
most two inches of rainfall. 

Stringent conservation measures 
still prevail in the city, suffering 
from one of the most serious water 
and power shortages in its history. 
Officials said the heavy rain had 
not abolished the shortage but had 
lessened it. 

Citizens are getting along with 
fewer baths. Hotel guests are con- 
tinually reminded to use less water 
and restaurants serve it only on 
request. 

To take a bath requires planning. 
The hour must not conflict with 
periods when the pumping system 
is shut down. Then infinite patience 
is required for the thin trickle of 
water to fill the tub. 

While hope for normal water sup- 
ply in Moncton lies in waiting for 
the spring thaw, the rest of the 
maritimes is perking up under an 
unusually heavy December rainfall. 
In Nova Scotia provincial power of- 
ficials say the situation has re- 
turned to normal after the prolong- 
ed autumn dry spell. 


Taxi Dispatcher

VANCOUVER, (CP) — A masked 
bandit took $210 from Edward Scosky 
in a taxi office early Sunday then 
slugged him with the gun, inflict- 
ing head wounds which sent the 
dispatcher to hospital for treatment.

SYDNEY, Australia, (CP)—Aus- 


| tralia, which once operated the em- 


pire’s biggest whaling port, is again 
to take its place among the chief 


} whaling nations of the world. 


A company, with Australian capi- 


; tal, will start whaling from Hobart, 


capital of the island state of Tas- 


|mania, and Sydney. It has al- 
| ready ordered a factory ship from 
| Britain. 


The company proposes to begin 
operations with eight chasers work- 
ing from the factory ship, based on 


| Hobart in the winter, and the west- 
ern Antarctic in the summer. It 
considers that prospects of reviv-| 


ing the industry are good, largely 
because the war enforced a close 
season in the Antarctic. 

Whaling began in Australia in 
1791, but the last whaling trip out 


}of an Australian port was made | 
;from Hobart in 1899 z 


Norwegians operated on the West | 


| Australian coast during the First 


Great War, and, a Norwegian pione- 
ered big-scale whaling in the Ross 
sea in the 1920's Since then, 
Norwegians and Japanese have 
been operating huge fleets of 
chasers in the Antarctic, but there 
has been no Australian participa- 
tion. 

In the early days of the in- 
dustry, the Australian coast was 
whaled by big British, American, 
French and Australian fleets, and 


| Hobart} was the greatest whaling 


port in the empire. Hobart's fleet 


of 40 deep-sea whalers worked from i 


the Antarctic up to the Bering sea 
and into the Arctic ocean. 


Sydney was the second largest | 


whaling port in the empire, and 


whalers from this port were the 
| first Europeans to land in Japan, | 
They landed in 1828, long before | 


the American Commodore Perry. 
Whaling, in fact, then supported 


half the colony of New South Wales. | 


The early whalers of Australia

Your Baby and Mine 


By Myrtle Meyer Eldred 
Mothers are always hesitant about 
making any changes in a child's 
feeding program, They always feel 
they should let “well-enough” a- 
lone, Yet, there is a time when 
children show a distinct aversion 
to eating all the food that is served 
to them in four meals, and pro- 
claim themselves ready to 
the three-meal schedule. 

This does not mean they spurn 
all the food at one meal, rather 
that they are not interested in 
drinking all of their milk, or all 
of the food apportioned them at 
each of the meals. The children are 
advertising that they are getting 
food more often than they want 
it, if someone wil] only take notice. 

The amazing thing is the early 
age at which this symptom may 
appear. There are babies of four 
or more months who are indiffer- 
ent to four meals a day, There are 
children of ten or more months 
who seem to thrive on four meals, 

It is this difference in the ap- 
petites of children which makes 
the role of adviser so difficult, No 
one can lay down a rule about 
three meals which might not be un- 
fair to some children. 

ONE MAY SUSPECT, though, 


that when a child for a month or 
more has shown himself consist- 
ently indifferent to the food set 
before him four times a day, he 
might be better off with only three 
meals. It is never advisable to let 


a child grow indifferent to food, he | 


should welcome it when it appears
